PROHIBITION 

Reports given by secretary and 
chief publicity agent of the Meth- 
odist Board of Temperance Prohi- 
bition and Public Morals, state the 
following: “Figures gathered by 
the above named board show that 
there was an increase of 31.68 per 
cent in drunkenness in 192 cities 
during the first three months of 
1934 as compared with the same 
period during the preceding year. 
In states controlling liquor sales 
the increase in drunkenness was 
19.19 as compared with 40.81 per 
cent in licensed states. The board 
cites that in Coatesville, Penn., ar- 
rests jumped to 1100 per cent. A 
survey of conditions in New York 
showed an increase of 29.42 per 
cent, Chicago an increase of 7.03, 
Cincinnati a decrease of 21.48, 
Cleveland an increase of 21.72 per 
cent, Baltimore a decrease of 18.13 
per cent, Los Angeles an increase 
of 115.18 per cent, Philadelphia an 
increase of 24.76 per cent and an 
increase of 11.11 per cent of driv- 
ing while intoxicated.

At the beginning of prohibition 
in 1920 during the first three- 
months period arrests in Baltimore 
were 149, last three months of 
1933 arrests increased to 1506;

We 
have a class of ministers who know 
how to do it and they will be there 
attired in full regalia and under 
the anointing of the power of the 
Holy Spirit, so you had _ better 
come. 


IMPORTANT MATTERS 


There are many important mat- 
ters to be discussed during the 
bishops’ councils which concern 
the growth, success, and future of 
the Church. These items of busi- 
ness will come before the General 
Assembly for final ratification, 
which will be encouraging to those 


who are present. Now we are not 
firing wild shots into the air, -we 
are making no boast of having 
thousands of followers that we do 
not and may never have. There is 
no necessity for camouflage about 
religion. It is our purpose to speak 
the truth of the Gospel of Christ 
and the truth concerning the pro- 
gress and business matters of th- 
Church. We are not facing a crisis 
but we have come by way of suc- 
cess and increased membership in 
the Church to the time and place 
when we must necessarily make 
many new improvements. We are 
not holding an empty sack, nor 
have we been working for treas- 
ures to put into a bag with holes in 
it. We are growing and know it and 
in order to keep pace with the pvo- 
gress of a growing church move- 
ment, we must step out and do 
some things that will make us al] 
feel better after they are done. 


ALL DEPARTMENTS 


Have grown to the extent that 
there must be something done as 
we told you before. Our delegation 
at the General Assembly last year 
was somewhere from nine to 
twelve thousand people. The city 
of Cleveland was literally over- 
flowing with delegates. Discussion 
therefore of the location of the 
General Assembly and the _possi- 
bility of a new and larger Auditor- 
ium is important in the light of ap- 
parent need. A publishing house is 
an urgent necessity. Right now we 
are working eight more employees 
than we were June a year ago, and 
must have enlarged quarters, add- 
ed equipment, etc. We are abso- 
lutely crowded out in our present 
quarters. 

The Bible School has also grown 
in unheard of proportions. Last 
year there were two hundred and 
twenty students benefited by its 
curriculum. The Bible School su- 
perintendent is expecting at least 
three hundred. this year. He has 
added new subjects, and some new 
professors and instructors, to make 
the school what, in his opinion, it 
should be and what your boy and 
girl need. The Bible School also 
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stands in urgent need of more ade- 

quate equipment and facilities. 
We are not at the forks of the 

road where we are going to split 


‘and tear up but we are going to 


make new improvements to care 
for a growing and successful 
Church movement. This movement 
is the Church of God, Biblical in its 
origin, doctrine and purpose, Bib- 
lical in its name, and does not 
ursurp authority over other organl- 
zations or of the civil courts when 
it uses that name. Now you take 
off your green goggles, get your 
eyes open and come on to the Gen- 
eral Assembly which convenes at 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Oct. 6-12 in- 
clusive, and we will assure you the 
time of your life. 

Brother Simmons, chairman of 
the Entertainment Committee, told 
me a few days ago that rooms 
would not cost delegates any more 
this year in Chattanooga than they 
formerly had cost in Cleveland. 
You will be surrounded there with 
all the historical features of one of 
the most beautiful cities in the 
South, but the most important 
thing during this time will be the 
General Assembly of the Church of 
God. Now we are expecting you to 
be there with your face shining 
and ready to rejoice in the truth.

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Can We Live Without Sinning?

The thing people are crying ev- 
ery day is, “We cannot live with- 
out sinning. We just have to sin a 
little every day.’”’ Maybe you have 
never heard any one say that, but 
it has been said. I once heard a 
very prominent church member 
say that he had heard several per- 
sons say they were living without 
sin but said he believed them to 
be deluded. God, help such people 
as that to repent of their sins and 
be filled with the Spirit of God. I 
am not at all fighting churches or 
their members but such doctrine 
with which they are deluded. We 
can readily see that they need God. 
Such people are leading millions 
right off into hell and going there 
themselves. 

Read Matt. 15:14; Luke 6:39; 
Rev. 13:10. Many people today are 
clinging to something (sin) that is 
going to cast them into the bot- 
tomless pit that burns with fire and 
brimstone. As the prophet Jere- 
miah says, “They have healed also 
the hurt of the daughter of my peo- 
ple slightly, saying, Peace, peace; 
when there is no peace,” Jer. 6:14. 
We find preachers today telling the 
people it is all right to sin, that we 
can’t live without it, and when peo- 
ple get under conviction for their 
sins the preacher tells them that 
they are all right, or they need no 
repentance, thus healing slightly 
their wound. So beware lest you 
believe a lie and be damned. 

Read 2 Thess. 2:8-12. God help 
preachers not to be so limber- 
backed, but preach more gospel. 
Acts 2:38. If more preachers had 
God in their lives, less people 
would be deceived and damned. 
They cry, Peace, peace, where 
God’s Word says there is no peace 
for the wicked. Isa. 48:22. The man 
that sins (the wicked) has no 
peace in his soul. Now we know 
that God’s Word says, “As it is 
written, There is none righteous, 
no, not one,” Rom. 3:10. V. 11-18 
of the same chapter will show us 
who Paul was speaking about, the 
people who had forsaken God and 
gone out of the way. We find the 
scripture that Paul was referring 
to written in Psa. 14:2-4. It was 
simply speaking of the backslidden 
children of Israel. We know there 
is no good or righteous backslid- 
er. for God said, “If any man draw 
back, my soul shall have no pleas- 


ure in him,” Heb. 10:8. In 1 Joha 
1:8 we find, “If we say we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves and the 
truth is not in us.” I do not dispute 
having sins, but I have sent them 
on before to judgment as spoken 
of in 1 Tim. 5:4, and they are under 
the blood of Jesus. We have all 
sinned, but God sending His own 
Son in the likeness of sinful flesh 
and for sin condemned sin in the 
flesh. Rom. 6:23 says, “For the 
wages of sin is death.” Why should 
we then sin and die? Jesus did not 
die for us to sin but to live with- 
out sinning. “The soul that sinneth 
it shall die.” Ezek. 18:4-20. “And 
we know that all unrighteousness 
is sin.” 1 John 5:17. 1 John 3:5 
says, “And ye know that he was 
manifested to take away our sins, 
and in him is no sin.” If Jesus was 
manifested, He was to take away 
our sins, and we cannot live with- 
out sinning. Then Jesus suffered, 
bled and died in vain. 


Let us see what Jesus died for. 
Eph. 5:25-27, a holy church. Why 
do you fight holiness and say we 
cannot live without sinning, after 
reading Eph. 5:27; Isa. 55:8; Heb. 
12:14; 1 Peter 1:15, 16; 1 Peter 2: 
21, 22; 2 Peter 3:10, 11? Let us 
again see what John says about 
sin. “He that committeth sin is of 
the devil,” 1 John 3:8. Jesus told 
Nicodemus, “Except a man (not a 
child) be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” St. John 
3:9, “Whosoever is born of God 
doth not commit sin.” Now if you 
are not living without sinning a lit- 
tle every day, and saying, ‘““We just 
cannot live without sin,” just read 
1 John 3:9 and you will find that 
you have never been born again. 


Dear ones, the quotation you 
have so often heard, ‘‘He that saith 
he liveth and sinneth not, is a liar 
and the truth is not in him,” is not 
scriptural, or not to be found in 
all the Bible, but is gotten up by 
those who try to justify themselves 
in their sinful conditions and to go 
on after the flesh and not after the 
Spirit. Some say, “We can sin with 
the body and keep our souls free 
from sin.’”’ We hear Paul say in 
Rom. 12: “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a liv- 
ing sacrifice, holy acceptable unto 
God which is your reasonable ser- 
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vice.” Our bodies must be holy too. 

Let us now turn to 1 Cor. 3:16, 
17 and see that we are the temple 
of God, and if we. defile God’s 
temple, our bodies, with sin, He 
will destroy us. See also 1 Cor. 6: 
18. Rom. 6:12 says, “Let not sin 
therefore reign in your mortal 
bodies, that ye should obey it in 
the lust thereof.” We see in Rom. 
8:3 that Jesus condemned sin in 
the flesh. If He condemned it, how 
much more should we? Some one 
then might say, “That is just the 
carnal mind or carnal nature of 
man and he cannot help sinning by 
reason of the carnal mind.” Rom. 
8:6 says, “For to be carnally mind- 
ed is death.” We can truthfully an- 
Swer the question asked in the 
title of this article, by the Bible, 
and say that you can live without 
sinning. May God bless you and 
help you to see that you must be 
born again, St. John 3:3-7, and 
live without sin right here in this 
present life if you expect to meet 
Jesus in peace and be saved. Read 
Titus 2:11-15; Luke 1:73-75; Eph. 
1:4; Heb. 12:14; Psa. 9:17; Rev.

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Lest We Neglect

Text: “And he said unto them, 
Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” 
Mark. 16:15. 

Our Commission 

The above text was spoken by 
the Lord of glory after He had con- 
quered death and the grave. Jesus 
wanted to impress on the minds of 
His apostles what great responsi- 
bility rested on their shoulders. 
While He was in the world, the re- 
sponsibility of carrying the gospel 
of truth to the lost and dying, was, 
in a great measure, left to Him 
alone, but He knew that His depar- 
ture from this world was soon at 
hand when He spoke the above 
text, therefore, He left this com- 
mand to His apostles, that they 
might carry the good news to 
those who were burdened with a 
load of sin. 

While Jesus was traveling the 
coasts of Galilee and plodding over 
the rugged hills of Judea, His in- 
nermost thought and desire was to 
do the will of His Father and to 
be a blessing to humanity. Had He 
not left His home in glory and 
come to this world of sin and deg- 
radation for the sake of lost souls? 
No doubt the angelic beings of the 
heavenly world drooped their 
heads in silence when God the Fa- 
ther willed to send His beloved Son 
to this lost and_ sin-darkened 
world, John 3:16, but God knew 
a ransom had to be paid, and, 
although the sacrifice pierced His 
heart like a dagger, He was willing 
to give His Son for our sakes. Je- 
sus was not disobedient to His 
calling, but while here He preach- 
ed the Word in its fullness and 
simplicity. He did not cater to the 
priests and rulers of the Jews, but 
His life was mingled with the poor 
class of that age. None were too 
poor for Him to administer a bless- 
ing upon; none had delved too far 
in sin for Him not to forgive, but 
He, with loving compassion for all, 
had a blessing for all those who 
would heed His call. 

As stated before, at the time of 
this text Jesus was about ready to 
take His departure from this beau- 
tiful world, and He knew that 
someone would have to carry on 
the good work. Who could He have 
better chosen than those who had 
weathered the storms of life with 
Him while He was here in the min- 


istry? Who were better qualified 
to proclaim the good tidings than 
those who had been with Him at 
the last supper? Who had more 
power with God than those who 
were with Him that awful night in 
the Garden of Gethsemane, when 
the powers of the demon-possessed 
mob came out against Him as a 
thief? I say unto you now that Je- 
sus knew who would bear the 
crosses of this life and carry the 
blessed Word to the lost. He knew 
He could rely on His chosen few 
to do His bidding, although He 
would not be with them in person, 
therefore, He gave the above com- 
mand to those unlearned, though 
Spirit-filled, men of God. 
Obedience 

St. Mark 16:20, “And they went 
forth, and preached EVERY- 
WHERE, the Lord working with 
them, and CONFIRMING the word 
with signs following.” This text 
leaves the impression on our mind 
that these apostles of our Lord 
obeyed His command and that He 
was with them in power. If you 
will closely notice this scripture 
you will find that THEY went 
forth, not one or two, but the en- 
tire eleven. No slackers were in 
that band of CALLED men, Jesus 
had commanded and they obeyed. 
You will also notice that they 
preached everywhere. There was 
no division as to who would go to 
the largest cities and preach the 
Word. There was no grumbling 
and complaining about what may 
befall them along the way on ac- 
count of unbelief of the gospel, 
but they went forth and preached 
everywhere. 

Can we not now see the rewards 
of their labor? With the millions 
who profess Jesus Christ as their 
Savior, did not all this spring up 
from the obedience of those eleven 
apostles who loved the Lord and 
did His bidding. I have heard about 
the hard times the ministers have 
to endure, but -I am wondering if 
we don’t expect a little too much 
sometimes. Who has suffered for 
God’s cause like these apostles of 
old? Who has been beaten with 
stripes and nailed to the stake 
for the sake of the _ gospel? 
Who has given his life’s blood 
on the cruel cross rather than com- 
promise with the ways of the 
world? Oh, if we only had more 
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men like these dear old saints of 
God, those who went everywhere 
and preached the gospel. 

Do you ask, “What benefit did 


they derive from preaching the 
gospel everywhere?” Let us see. 
Mark 16:20b states the _ result, 


“The Lord working with them, and 
confirming the word with signs 
following.’ When they held their 
meetings the presence of the Lord 
was with them, overshadowing 
them with His love and power. Af- 
ter they had received the Pente- 
costal experience, we have record 
where thousands were added to 
them in one day’s time. My, how 
God did work, how God did bless 
their efforts! What do you suppose 
would have happened if these 
apostles had failed to obey - God’s 
Word and the commandment of 
Jesus? I believe the kindled fire of 
Christianity would have been ex- 
tinguished in its infancy. But no, 
these wonderful men of God, seem- 
ingly unmindful and undaunted by 
the hardships andthe dangers, 
lifted high the banner of their 
Lord. Can we not see them as they 
slowly traverse’ the plateaus, 
plains, deserts and seas in order to 
be a blessing to lost humanity and 
to obey the command of their 
great Leader who had departed for 
a better world? No doubt many 
and many times they felt the pang 
of hunger, the aching of muscles, 
after a hard day’s journey by foot 
over the burning sands of the des- 
erts, but they looked ahead for a 
time to come when this would be 
over, when they could depart in 
peace to their heavenly mansion, 
St. John 14:2. Take the life of the 
beloved Apostle Paul. Was it not 
a life of sacrifice and devotion to 
the cause of the Master after his 
conversion? Did he not suffer un- 
told agonies for this way? Yet, at 
the end of his journey, we hear 
him testify, “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith.” 2 Tim. 4:7. 
My brethren, there is a battle to be 
won for God and unless you and 
I shoulder arms and march to the 
front, there is a doubt in my mind 
as to whether or not we will be 
eligible to leave this world of sin 
when the great General descends 
from heaven for His beloved ones.

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Carnal Deception

Text: 1 John 3:7 

“Little children, let no man de- 
ceive you: he that doeth~ right- 
eousness is righteous even as He 
is righteous. The carnal mind is 
enmity against God: for it is not 
subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be,”’ Rom. 8:7. 

Consider, if you please, the man- 
ner of love the Father hath be- 
stowed upon us and the great love 
wherewith He hath loved us, that 
we should be called the Sons of 
God: Therefore the world knoweth 
us not because it knew Him not. 
The Gospel plainly teaches that 
having become the Sons of God 
we shall be like Him when He ap- 
pears, not only free from sin but 
have a. glorified body. Here in this 
life or present world we have ac- 
cess to the throne of grace in order 
that we may put off the old man 
with his evil deeds, and put on the 
new man Christ Jesus and live a 
clean, pure, sanctified, holy life in 
order that we may be fit subjects 
for the glorified perfection in the 
glory land. Praise His name! “Ev- 
ery man that hath this hope in 
him purifieth himself even as he 
is pure,” 1 John 3:3. 

The Word of God plainly teaches 
that he that committeth sin trans- 
gresseth also the law: for sin is the 
transgression of the law. Sin is any 
want of conformity unto or trans- 
gression of the law of God. Jesus 
was manifested to take away our 
sins and in Him is no sin. Whoso- 
ever abideth in Him sinneth not. 
Whosoever sinneth hath not seen 
Him, neither known Him. Let no 
man deceive you. (V. 7.) 

The Word which is the power of 
God unto salvation to those who 
believe teaches us that he that 
committeth sin is of the devil: for 
the devil sinneth from the begin- 
ning. For this purpose was the Son 
of God manifested, that He might 
destroy the works of the devil. We 
are assured by the Word of Truth 
that whosoever is born of God 
doth not commit sin because he is 
born of God. We cannot serve God 
and mammon at the same _ time. 
Neither does a fountain send forth 
sweet and bitter water at the same 
time. There is no such thing as a 
sinning Christian, a truthful liar. 
or an honest rogue. They were 
first called Christians at Antioch 
because they were Christ-like, 


which meant a miniature Christ. 

In the brief statemenis of these 
wonderful Bible truths are mani- 
fested the children of God and the 
children of the devil. Whosoever 
docth not righteousness is not of 
God neither he that loveth not his 
brother. This is the message that 
we have heard from the beginning 
that we should love one another, 
not as Cain who was of that wick- 
ed one and slew his brother. Why? 
Because his own works were evil 
and his brother’s righteous. Mar- 
vel not, my brother, if the world 
hate you (V. 13). For we know 
that we have passed from death 
unto life because we love the 
brethren. Little children, let no 
man deceive you. He that doeth 
righteousness is righteous even as 
He is righteous. Praise the Lord 
for this admonition and consola- 
tion. He that saith he abideth in 
Him ought himself also to walk 
even as He walked. 1 John 2:6. 

Not everyone that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
Kingdom of heaven, but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which 
is in heaven. Matt. 7:21. For this 
is the will of God, even your sanc- 
tification, that ye should abstain 
from fornication: That every one 
of you should know how to pos- 
sess his vessel in sanctification and 
honor. 1 Thess. 4:3, 4. If a man 
therefore purge himself from these 
he shall be a vessel unto honor, 
sanctified and meet for the Mas- 
ter’s use and prepared unto every 
good work. 2 Tim. 2:21. Having 
therefore these promises dearly be- 
loved, let us cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit 
perfecting holiness in the fear of 
God. 2 Cor. 7:1. 

In conclusion of this brief dis- 
course let us see what John has to 


say as he was inspired by the Spir- 


it to write. “He that keepeth his 
commandments dwelleth in him 
and he in him. And hereby we 
know that he abideth in us by the 
Spirit which he hath given us.” 
Sanctification is a cleansing pro- 
cess as the Scriptures very clearly 
show. It is a dangerous thing in- 
deed to try to trample out the 
Word of God, but as a true state- 
ment, “Truth crushed to earth 
will rise again.” If there are any 
who are digressing from these 
truths I trust that as they read

this broken discourse they will en- 
deavor to make full..consecration.

ORDER PLENTY OF LITERATURE ALLOWING FOR IN-

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THE CHURCH’S RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY, WHAT? 

A Missionary Sermon by the late 
Rev. Scofield; D. D. 
Selected by J. H. Ingram 

The evangelization of the 
world, and not its conversion, is 
the mission committed to us. To 
do this, to preach the gospel unto 
the uttermost parts of the earth, to 
offer salvation to every creature, 
is our responsibility. It is the di- 
vinely appointed means for the 
calling out a people for His name, 
the Church, the “Ecclesia.” So 
long as we persist in the error that 
to us is committed the conquest of 
the world, that it is our business to 
get the world converted, we shail 
devote to that purpose the re- 
sources in men and money, which, 
in a great part, ought to be used 
for evangelization. 

I shall not soon forget the state- 
ment of a beloved brother upon 
this point. For years he had felt 
in his soul the call of the Spirit to 
evangelize the heathen. “But,” 
said he, “I was a busy pastor in a 
large city full of unsaved men and 
women, and actually had upon my 
prayer list more than a _ hundred 
names of persons who were habit- 
ual hearers of the gospel in my 
church. Whenever the dreadful 
condition of the unevangelized 
heathen would come before me, I 
would say to myself, ‘I cannot 
leave L—while so many remain 
out of Christ here at my very 
door.’ At last it dawned upon me 
that every individual upon my list 
had heard and rejected the gospel 
hundreds of times, and that my 
whole duty to them had been dis- 
charged years before. Then I de- 
voted my remaining years to the 
work of evangelizing, not convert- 
ing the world.” 

Who does not know that our 
land is full of villages, each with 
from three to seven churches, 
where one faithful preacher could 
easily do the work of instructing 
the Christians there and keeping 
complete the work of evangeliza- 
tion? The number of individuals in 
England and America who have 
not heard the truth of the gospel 
in sufficient fulness to deprive 
them of excuse, is insignificant. 
The only possible pretense for the 


concentration of so great a pro- 
portion of heralds in the so-called 
Christian lands is that the mission 
of the church is the conversion of 
all the unsaved of those lands. Un- 
derstand, it is not questioned that 
the nurture of the believers, and 
the evangelization of the ever suc- 
ceeding generations require the la- 
bors of many ministers. But it is 
insisted that the mission of the 
church is the evangelization of-the 
world, and that this must not’ be 
suspended nor impeded while the 
main effort is making to :convert 
the entire populations of evangel- 
ized lands. 

A country is evangelized when 
the gospel has been fully preached 
there. Two examples from the 
Scriptures must suffice upon this 
point. The first church ever gath- 
ered, that at Jerusalem, was scat- 
tered abroad by a_ persecution di- 
vinely permitted, as we believe, be- 
cause in no other way could it be 
brought to take up Christ’s world- 
embracing purpose. But ~as Jern- 
salem a converted city when that 
scattering blow fell upon the 
church? Not at all; it was a thor- 
oughly evangelized city. The other 
instance is Paul’s statement in 
Romans 15:19-24. Here he says 
that from Jerusalem, and round 
about unto Illyricum, he had fully 
preached the gospel. When he 
wrote, his purpose was to go, by 
way of Rome, unto Spain. Did Paul 
mean that in his missionary labors 
from Jerusalem and round about 
unto Illyricum he had _ brought 
these teeming - populations to 
Christ? Not so; he had _ fully 
preached the gospel unto them.The 
result, to the glory of God and the 
joy of his faithful servant, was that 
everywhere some were saved.

REVIEW: GOD IN HEBREW HISTORY 


Scripture Lesson: Psa. 46. — Memory Verse: Psa. 33:5b. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Thy kingdom is an everlasting kingdom.—Psa. 145:13. 
LEADING THOUGHT: To be an able leader one must be led by the Spirit of 


the Lord. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
OUR REFUGE 

V. 1. “God is our refuge and 
strength.” In Psa. 18:2 God is likened 
unto a rock, a fortess, and a horn of 
salvation, a high tower into which the 
righteous may run and be safe as they 
exercise faith in Him. “A very present 
help in trouble.” Literally a very acces- 
sible help or one easy to be found, 2 Chr. 
15:4. 


V.2. “Therefore will not we _ fear, 
though the earth be removed.” Thougn 
kingdoms may raise and fall because of 
political changes and revolutions, the 
kingdom of God will endure forever and 
the righteous shall inherit it. “And 
though the mountains be carried into the 
midst of the sea.” The thought of revoln- 
tion and violent political changes are in 
view in this verse which suggests a re- 
moval of the present order of the earth 
which is further emphasized by the 
mountains being carried into the +a 
which suggests the destruction of inde 
pendent kingdoms under Antichrist who 
arises from the Gentile sea (Rev. 13:1), 
to exercise dominion over the whole 
world. The prophet expresses a word of 
hope during world conflict and the tran- 
sitory changes of world kingdom. 


TROUBLED NATIONS 


Vv. 3. “Though the waters thereof roar 
and be troubled.” By the waters are 
meant the different nations, Rev. 13:1; 
17:15, 18. The nations roar and foam as 
they come in contact with each other 
and are troubled because of their unsta- 
ble form of government and lack of 
peace. “Though the mountains shake 
with the swelling thereof.” Mountains is 
a metaphorical] expression for indepen- 
dent kingdoms of the world. The same 
is true of water which represents dif- 
ferent nations. The prophet has combined 
the possibility of mountains shaking or 
kingdoms weakened and tottering because 
the rising up of national and _ interna- 
tional conflicts. In Psa. 93:3 he speaks 
of floods which represent troubled wa- 
ters, as being lifted up, both in their 
voice and political activity ,also in their 
ways, perhaps a reference to armed con- 
flict and invasion of others rights. How- 
ever, the prophet follows in V. 4 to say 
that the Lord on high is mightier than 
the noise of many waters (or nations), 
“yea than the mighty waves of the sea,” 
and therefore all the ragings of nations 
and overflowing activities of the Gen- 


tiles will not abrogate the kingdom of 
God. “Selah.” This word has the thought 
of a pause or rest in music. Note how the 
prophet after he has spoken of the vio- 
lent uprisings of the world kingdoms be- 
fore he enters upon the sacred change 
and precincts of God in verse 4, thrust 
in the selah and pauses or rests awhile. 
In God’s selah or pause and rest we may 
forget the troubles of this world and net 
only contemplate but actually enjoy 
spiritual rest and refreshment, 


RIVERS OF GRACE 

V. 4. “There is a river, the streams 
whereof shall make glad the city of 
God.” Passing from the scene of tumult 
and disturbance in the world kingdoms 
at large as mentioned in verses 2, 3, the 
prophet carries us to the city of God, the 
abode of each saint of God, where they 
shall rest in perfect peace and tranquil- 
ity, where they are neither threatened by 
nations nor made to fear by their trou- 
bled conditions. God is in the midst of 
this city, Rev. 21: 22, 23, and His grace 
as here represented by streams, also 
mentioned in Rey. 22 as a pure river of 
water of life, Isa. 55:1, shall gladden the 
inhabitants of the city of God. “The holy 
place of the tabernacles of the most 
High.” Both the city of God and taber- 
nacles as here mentioned metaphorical- 
ly, refer unto the city of early Jerusa- 
lem, which God would gladden and re- 
fresh if they would trust Him, even tho 
threatened by the invading armies of 
Sennacherib. 


V. 5. “God is in the midst of her; she 
shall not pe moved.” While the world is 
being turned upside down, world-wide 
kingdoms have been destroyed and Is 
rael has temporarily gone into captivity, 
it remains that God will yet set Hts 
Kingdom upon His holy hill, Psa. 2:6, 
even during the raging of the kings of 
the earth mentioned in preceding verses. 
“God shall help her, and that right ea» 
ly.” Literally at the turning of the morn 
ing or the dawn of the new day. Com- 
pare Psa. 30:6; 49:14 and Isa. 17:14. The 
deliverance of Israel from Sennacherib 
was discovered early in th: morning 
when there were found in the camp of 
the Assyrians one hundred _ eighty-five 
thousand dead corpses, 2 Kings 19:35. 


THE HEATHEN RAGED 
Vv. 6. “The heathen raged, the king- 
doms were moved: he uttered his voice, 
the earth melted.” Thru the raging of 
the heathen against God’s chosen people

their kingdoms were and will finally be 
destroyed thru the authority of the voice 
or sword of the Lord Jesus Christ, Rev. 
19:21. 

Vv. 7. “The Lord of hosts is with us; 
the God of Jacob is our refuge. Selah.” 
Compare 2 Chr. 15:2; chap. 20:17, Isa. 
8:8, 10. These promises are the ground 
of Israel’s assurance of the presence of 
the Lord of hosts with them, who thru 
the armies or angels at His command (2 
Kings 6:16, 17; Psa. 68:17; Matt. 26:53) 
will deliver His people when in trouble. 
He therefore becomes the God of Jacob 
thru His covenant with Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob and is in that sense their re- 
fuge. 


Vv. & “Come, behold the works of the 
Lord, what desolations he hath made tn 
the earth.” In delivering Israel from her 
enemies the Lord made desolations and 
devastations in the ranks of other na- 
tions. 


WARS SHALL EVENTUALLY CEASE 

Vv. 9. “He maketh wars to cease unto 
the end of the earth.” See Isa. 2:4; 11:9; 
65:25. When Israel was delivered from 
her enemies peace naturally followed as 
a consequence of her deliverance, which 
is typical of the final peace of Messiah’s 
kingdom after wars have been made to 
cease at the end of the age. “He breaketh 
the bow, and cutteth the spear in sun- 
der.” After all offensive weapons are 
destroyed none shall hurt or destroy in 
all His holy mountain, Isa. 11:9. “He 
burneth the chariot in the fire.” War 
chariots were largely employed by the 
Assyrians and formed the main strength 
of the army of Sennacherib, 2 Kings 19: 
23. Every weapon of war will be des- 
troyed when the peaceful reign of Christ 
is set up on earth. 


V. 10. “Be still, and know that I am 
God.” See Ex. 14:13, 14; 2 Chr. 20:17; 
Isa. 30:15. There are times when God 
uses human instrumentalities to accom- 
plish His purpose, then there are times 
when He bids us stand still and see the 
salvation of the Lord as when the Egyp- 
tians were destroyed at the Red Sea or 
the slaying of one hundred eighty-five 
thousand Assyrians during a night, and 
many other such occasions. “I will be ex- 
alted among the heathen.” When the de- 
liverance of Israel was seen to be mira- 
culous, God received special honor among 
the heathen nations, See Dan. 3:25, 29; 
also Dan. 6:25-28. “I will be exalted in 
the earth.” Thru His miraculous deliv- 
erance of His people Israel, God was ¢x- 
alted among neighboring heathen tribes. 
See 2 Chr. 32:23. 

V. 11. “The Lord of hosts is with us: 
the God of Jacob is our refuge. Selah.” 
The prophet starts out in V.1 by ace 
claiming God as our refuge. After Israel 
had gone thru all her trouble he con- 
cludes by saying, “The Lord of hosts is 
with us; and the God of Jacob is our re- 
fuge. The whole trend of his writing was 
to the effect that God is our refuge and 
our high place. With this thought at 
heart he again thrusts in the selah and 
pauses for a rest in divine repose,

part to promote the eause of 
Christ. Not so today, but, on the 
other hand, while there are .wwany 
who are led by the guidunée of the 
Divine Hand, there are others who 
want to do the leading themselves, 
and when one gets that selfish de- 
sire in his heart he is in danger of 
becoming a fit tool for the enemy. 
Contemplation 

Year after year, as I go to the 
General Assembly, my heart is 
made glad to see the many cheer- 
ful faces of those who have accept- 
ed the Lord. Also, when business is 
in session I am very attentive to 
note the progress which is made in 
the membership of the church, the 
number of new churches orgaun- 
ized, and all the different business 
reports. Although I enjoy the meet- 
ings immensely, at times there is 
a sadness which overshadows my 
mind as I think of those dear ones 
back home who were unable to at- 
tend. Some of them have never 
been to a district convention there- 
fore they know not what the 
Church of God really means.

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by some evangelist, who, after the 
revival is over, pulls stakes and 
goes to other fields to labor. This 
little church is then left either to 
survive by the efforts of these few 
loyal members, or to be torn as- 
under by the merciless inrowus of 
the power of darkness. Tris is one 
reason why so many churches are 
inactive today. My heart goes out 
to these little churches which have 
to face the battle almost _single- 
handed. 
Our Responsibility 

Preachers, we are all bound for 
the judgment, and I am afraid that 
when we stand there in the blaz- 
ing throne of God’s judgment we 
will come face to face with the 
work we neglected in this world, 
for God. We may see that dear 
mother with the tiny babe slowly 
winding her way up the muddy 
road to the little schoolhouse 
where services are to be held. We 
may see her as she wearily sinks 
in an old dilapidated school chair 
with a sigh of relief after the weary 
and toilsome journey of three miles 
to be at service. We may see those 
empty seats, and the few faithful 
ones huddled in one corner trying 
to coax the wood burner to give 
more heat. We have never yet been 
brought face to face with God and 
we do not know what thoughts will 
fill our minds at this time. While 
these few people of God’s creation 
are having this struggle many of 
the ministers of Jesus Christ, may 
have been enjoying the comforts ~f 
a modern home, the large congre- 
gation of a nice church, and plenty 
of money coming in from every 
hand. But what about those back 
there in that little schoolhouse? 
Are they not God’s creation? Do 
they not deserve the same _bless- 
ings from the heavenly Father as 
those in the _ nice, beautiful 
church? Yes, they do, and God 
never intended for them to be neg- 
lected of any spiritual blessing, but 
some of us MINISTERS have »e- 
come so absorbed in our own ways 
until it seems as though we care 
only for the churches where there 
is a big attendance and plenty of 
money. Is this building on _ the 
FOUNDATION OF THE APOS- 
TLES? A hundred times NO. This 
is a man-made foundation, and I 
am afraid that when the testing 
time comes we will find that we 
have builded our house on the 
sand. 

Impartiality of Love 

Acts 10:34b, “Of a truth I per- 

ceive that God is NO RESPECTER 
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OF PERSONS.” By the above 
scripture we can measure our fel- 
lowship with God as far as our re- 
lation with our fellowmen is con- 
cerned. We realize that the un- 
questionable Word of God teaches 
that we should not have respect of 
persons, James 2:1-9. In the 9th 
verse of this chapter we find that 
James says, “But if ye have re- 
spect to persons, ye commit sin, 
and are convinced of the law as 
transgressors.” We may be as pure 
and holy as the angelic beings in 
other ways, but if we have respect 
of persons, we commit sin. First 
John 3:8 teaches plainly that “He 
that committeth sin is of the 
devil.” Brother ministers, the vital 
question I am trying to bring to 
the front is this, ‘Do we have re- 
spect of persons, when we fail to 
help those dear people in those is- 
Olated places where they are so 
greatly handicapped, while we are 
giving ALL of our time and talent 
to the large churches which are 
well rooted and established?” No 
wonder so many of our churches 
are disbanded and given over to 
the control of other church organ- 
izations; just because some of us 
have followed our own self-willed 
guidance and have pampered our- 
selves to such an extent that we 
are not willing to suffer for the 
sake of Christ and for the blessing 
which we could be to humanity. 
Many of us have autos, all shined 
and polished, in which we ride to 
and from church, while those de- 
solate, unfortunate, human beings 
brave the storms of hail, rain and 
snow in order to attend their dis- 
mal place of worship, only to find 
no preacher there to bring them 
the gospel in its fullness. 


Caring for the Weak 


Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel” 
(Text). Our Lord meant that ev- 
ery creature should have the gos- 
pel preached to them, and if we 
are qualified to preach the whole 
gospel, which I think most of us 
are, and then fail to carry it to 
these isolated places, God _ shail 
hold us accountable for our negli- 
gence. Do we intend to let these lit- 
tle churches suffer for the want of 
God’s Word while we lavish all of 
our time and ability on the larger 
ones? Do not the larger churches 
have pastors well qualified and 
capable of attending to the flock? 
Yes, they do, and brothers, let us 
think of the many dear ones back 
there in the rugged mountain 
country and the sparse settle- 
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ments down by the creek, where 
our little churches have been set 
in order, who need to be visited 
and attended to, who need a word 
of encouragement to press onward 
in the battle. Let us get back to the 
FOUNDATION OF THE APOS- 
TLES and carry the Word to those 
hungry hearts. 

I know we all enjoy the large 
meetings where there are hun- 
dreds and hundreds of people ga- 
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thered, and where love and unity 
is felt in its fullness; but, there is 
a time for us to be willing to sacri- 
fice in order to carry the gospel 
EVERYWHERE. I am sending this 
little. message forth in hopes that 
it will strike the keynote in our 
heart and create a greater desire 
to do more for the members of the 
great CHURCH OF GOD in these 
small churches. May God bless ev- 
erywhere is my prayer.
